I take it that 
00,000 to 500,000 members of the Waffen SS would be in addition to 
personnel of the Allgemeine SS, who were subject to compulsary military 
service in the ‘ehrmacht. So that, if I had to ostimate, I would say 
that probably some 750,000 persons would be the top figure of personnels

"The task of my cceonomte-ndninistrative main office, however, is not 


solely fulfilled with the lolivery of the prisoners to the aviation industry 


as SSeObergruppenfuchrer Pohl and his assistants take osre of the required 


working speed throurh constant control and supervision of the workezroups 
(Kommandos) and therefore have some influence on the results of production. 
In this resnect I ma y surrest consideration of the fact that in enlarging 
our resnonsibility throurh n speeding un of the total work, better results 
can definitely he expected. 
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I pass now to the last two paragraphs of the letter, which will be 
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found on the next page of the translstion: 

"The movement of manufacturing plants of the aviation industry 
to subterranean locations requires further enployment of about 
100,000 prisoners. The plans for this employment on the basis 
of your letter of 1h Feb. 194, are already under way. 

"i shall keep you, most honored Reichsmarshal, currently 
informed on this sub ject." 

Incidentally, I might call to the Tribunal's attention the fact that 
SS Obergruppenfuehrer Pohl, who was nead of the WVHA, was also a general 
of the Waffen SS, which goes to show that there is no manner in which you 
can characterize the functions in th SSe 

The extent to which the number of prisoners was increased through SS 
efforts is illustrated by our Document 126c-PS, which I offered in evidence 
yesterday as U.S. Exhibit 458. This document is a report from Oftice 
Group D of WVHA, dated 15 August 19/1. I shail read the first page of 
that report, beginning: 

"With reference to the above-mentioned telephone call, I am sending 
herewith a report on the actual nunber of prisoners for 1.6.19 and of 
the new arrivals already announced, as well as the clothing report for 
15 8b. 

"(1) The actual number on 18.44, consistec of: 

a) male prisoners 379,167 
b) female prisoners 145,119 

"In addition, there are the following new arrivals: 

1) from the Hungary program (anti-Jewish acticn) 90 5900 

2) from Litzmannstadt (Police prison and Ghetto) 60,000 

3) Poles from the Generai Gover r 15,000 

4) Convicts from the Baste -n 7: itories 10,000 

5) former Polish officers 17,000 

6) from Warsaw (Poles) 4,00 ,000 

7) continued arrivals from France approx.15,000-- 20,000 

"Most of the prisoners are already on the way and will be received 
into the Concentration Camps within the next few days." 
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This intensive drive for ranpower to some extent interfered with 
the program which WVHA had already undertaken to exterminate certain 
Classes of individuals in the camps. I offer a photostatic copy of a 
letter from WVHA, dated 27 April 193, our Document 1933-PS. It is 
‘U.S. Evhibit 59. The letter is addressed to a number of concentration 
camp commanders, is signed by Gluecks, SS Brigade Fuchrer and Major General 
of the Waffen SS. I read the letter: 

"The Reich Fuehrer-SS and Chief of German Police has decided, 
after consultation, that in the future only mentally sick prisoners may 
be selected for action 14 F 13 by the medical commissions appointed 
for this purpose. 

"All other prisoners incapable of working (tubercular Cases y 
bed-ridden cripples etc.) are to be basically excepted from this action, 
Bed-ridden prisoners are to be iraftoe for suitable work which they can 
perform in bed. 

"The order of the Reich Fuehrer SS is to be obeyed strictly in 
the future. 

“Requests for fuel for this purpose therefore do not take place," 

The action "14 F 13" is not defined in the letter, but it is 
perfectly apparent what it means. Every human being, bedridden, 
crippled, no matter what his physical condition, from whom any work at 
all could be extracted, was to be excepted from the action. Only the 
insane, from whom nothing could be expected, were to suffer the action, 
What could the action be? It is perf ctly apparent. The action was 
extermination, 

The SS, however, was to sone degree enabled to achieve both goals == 
that of increased production and of elimination of undesirables. The 
Tribunal will recall the agreement winister of Justice Thierack 
and Himmler on September 18, 1942, cuv Document No.654-PS, which was read 
in evidence by wir. Dodd as U.S. Exhibit Nos218, I am not going to quote 
again from that document, but will remind the Tribunal that the agreement 
provided for the delivery of anti-social elements after the execution 


of their sentences, to the Reichsfuchrer SS, to be worked to death. 
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The conditions under which such persons worked in the camps were 
well calculated to lead to their deaths. Those conditions were regulated 
by the WVHA. As an illustration of WVHA management, I call the Court's 
attention to our Document 2189.-PS, which I offer in evidence as UeSe 
Exhibit 460. It is an order directed to commandants of concentration 
camps, dated 11 August 1942, anc bearing the facsimile signature, which 
does not appear on the transletion, but does appear on the original, of 
SS Brigade Fuehrer and General of tho Waffen SS Gluecks, who was Chief 
of Office Group D of WHA. ‘That is Document 2189-PS. I read the body 
of that letter: 

"The Reichsfuehrer SS and Chief of the German Police has ordered 
that punishment by beating will be executed in concentration camps 
for women by prisoners -= undir the ordered supervision. 

"In order to coordinate this orčer the main office chief of 
the main SS economic administration ofice, SS-Oberzruppenfuehrer and 
General of the Waffen SS Pohl, has ordered, effective imediately, 
that punishment by beating will also bs executed by prisoners in 
concentration camps for men. 

"It is forbidden to have foreizn prisoners execute the punishment 
on German prisoners." 

Even after their deaths, the prisoners cid not escape the management 
of WVHA. I refer the Court to our Document 2199--PS, a letter to commanders 
of concentration camps, dated 12 September 1942, and siened by the Chief 
of the Central Office of Office Group D of WHA, SS Obersturmbannfuchrer 
Leibehenschel, I offer this as U.S, Exhibit 61. I shall read the 
body of that directive, which appears on page l of the translation of 
2199=PS. I quote: 

“According to a communication of i .. ‘u ef of the Security Police 
and the SD, and conforming to a repor. of the Chief of Security Police 
end SD in Prague, urns of deceased Czechs and Jews were sent for burial 
fo the home-cemeteries within the Protectorate, 

"Based on different events (Demonstrations, erecting of posters 


inimical to the Reich on urns of deceased inmates in halls of cemeteries 
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in the home-communities, pilgrimages to the graves of deceased inmates 
etce) within the Protectorate, the delivery of urns with the ash remnants 
of deceased Nationals of the Protector::te and of Jews is henceforth

In case of doubt about the prescervition of the urns oral instructions 


shall be available at this agency," 
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The SS indeed regarded the inmates of concentration camps as its own personal 
property to be used for its own econ mic advantages The tribunal will recall 
that as early as 19);2, the Defendant Speer recognised that the SS was 
motivated by the desire for further profits when he sugested to Hitler that 
the SS receive a share of the war equipment produced by concentration camp

I refer tc our Document 15.2-PS, a letter dated 22 May 1941, addressed 
er, and bearin, the stam of tue Personal Staff of the 
Reichsfuehrer SS, sd the initials, "K Br", which initials are those of SS 
Sturmbannfuchrer Karl Branct. I offer tnis letter as U.S» Exhibit 162. 
quote the first tw paracraphs of that letter: 
"Dear Dr. Rascher; 
"Shortly before flying to Os O, the Reichsfuehrer SS cave me your 
letter cf 15 Yay 191, for partial reply. 
"I can inform yu that prisoners will of course be gladly made 
available for hizh-flizht researches I have informed the 
Chief of the Security Police of this agreement of the 
Reichsfuehrer £3, and requested that the c competent official 
get in touch with yc 
The altitude experiments were conducted oy Rachcer, and in May 192, 
General Field Marshal Milch, on behalf of the L ivtwarfe, expressed his thanks 


to the SS for the assistance it furnished in connection with the experiments. 
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I refer to our document No. 343, and I offer in evidence an originni

"The experiner.tal subjects (V F) weve laced in the water, dressed 
ir complete flying uniform, winter or sumser combi: ation, and with an 
aviator's helmet. A life jacket made of ru.ber or kapok was to prevent 
suomerging. `e ex crinents were carried out at wter temperatures varying 
from 2.5° to 17°, In one cxperimental scries, occiput and brain stem 
protuded above the water, while in another series of experinents, the occiput 
and brain stem back cf the head were submer -ed in the water. 

"Electrical measurement; crve low temperature readings of 26.40 in the 
stomach and 26.5° in the rectum. Fatalities occurred only when the brain 
stem and the back of the head were also chilled. Autopsies of such 
fatal cases always revealed large amounts of free blood, up to $ liter, 
in the cranial cavity. The heart invariably showed extreme dilation 
of the night chamber. As soon as the temperature in these experiments 
reached 28°, the experimental subjects (V F) died irvariably, despite

It. was consis wi n idenolory anc racial philosophy which, to use 
Himmler's words, regarced human beinzs as lice anc offal. But the most 
important factor was that the SS alone was in 2 position to supply necessary 


human mterial. find it did supply such material through WVHA. L refer to

cur Document 1751-PS, which is 2 letter from the Chief of Office Group D of 
WVHA, dated 12 Way 1944.

The first letter from which I 
quote appears on page 4 of our Document 002=PS, and is from the head of the 
Security Council of the Reichs Research Departuent, addressed to the Surgeon 
of SS anc Police, It is cated 19 Fevruary 1943. I read the first three 
paragraphs of that letter; 

Reichs Ninister of Finance tolg ne thet you requested 53 leading 
positions for your office, partly for a new research institute, 

"after the Reichsmarshall of the greet German Reich had, as President 
of the Reichs Reseerch Dena entrusted himself with all Germen research, 


issued Cirectives among other thin: hat in the execution of military

anc personnel should be utilized to the utmost ior reasons of necessary 
economisation of effort,

"The founcation of new institutes comes therefore only in question 
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in as far as there areno outstanding institutes available for the further- 
ance of important war research tasks." I omit the rest of the letter, 

To this ltter the Reich Surgeon of SS and Folice replied on the 
26th of February 193. The reply will be found on page 2 of the English 
translation. It is a letter from the Reich Surgeon SS and Folice to the 
head of the Security Council of the Reichs Research Department, dated 26 
February, 1943. I quote the first three paragraphs of that letter. It 
begins: 

"Vy dear Bureau Chief? 

"In acknowledgment of your correspondence of the 19th February 1943, 
I am able to reply the following to it todays 

"The appropriation for the 5 ey positions for my office which you 
made the basis of your memorandum was a veritable peace plan. 

"The special institutes of the SS which are to be partly staffed 
through this appropriation are to serve the purpose to establish and make 
accessible for the entire realm of scientific research the particular 
possibilities of research only possessed by the SS." 

Omitting the next two paragraphs, I continue: 

tl will gladly be at your disposal at any time to discuss the par- 
ticular research aims in connection with the SS, which I would Like to 
bring up upon the direction of the Reichs Director SS." 

An interview between the Reich Surgeon and “entzel, the author of 

original letter, tock place, and on the 25th of larch, 1943, Mentzel 
wrote a letter to the Reich Minister of Finance, which is found on page 
l of the translation. It is a letter from the President of the Reichs 
Research Department Head of the Security Council to the Reich Minister 
of Finance, dated 25 March, 193. The letter begins: 

"In regard to your correspondence of the 19th December" -- and 


then follow the serial numbers of the letter -- "to which I gave you a 


preliminary communication on the 19th of February, I finally took the 


following position: 
"The Surgecn GeneraleSS and Folice, in a personal discussion, told 
me that the budget claim which he looks after is used primarily in the 


pure military secter of the Waffen SS. Since it is established on a

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smaller scale for the enlarging of scientific research possibilities, they 
pertain therefore exclusively to such affairs that are carried out with 
the material (prisoners) which isoniy accessible to the Waffen SS and 

are therefore not to be undertaken for any other experimental purposes. 

"I cannot object therefore on the part of the Reichs Experimental 
Counsel against the budget claims of the Surgeon General, SS and Police." 
The letter is signed, "Mentzel, Burezu Chief." 

Thus it was because the SS was in a position to supply material for 
the program of experiments that it took the lead in that field of endeavor. 
THE PRESIDENT: Does the letter cn page mean that the Defendsui 

Goering was President of the Reichs lKesearch Department ? 

MAJOR FARR: Page 4 of the translation? That I understand to be the 
casee The point of the letter beinz that Goerin:, had laid down the rule 
thet during the wr there was to be no duplication of experimental 
facilities. Therefore, the Reichs Research Department to whom the Minister 
of Finance had turned for an opinion asked the lieich Surgeon, "Why do 
you want to carry on this program of experiments?" 

THE PRESIDENT: I was only asking whether the President of the 
Reichs Research Department was the Defendant Goering? 

MAJOR FARR: That is what is stated in the letter. I understand that 
to be the case. 

THE PRESIDENT: Ther. what do the worts, "Fresivent of the Reichs 
Research Department" on page 1 mean? Toes that mean that the letter 
want to the Defendant Goering? 

MAJOR FARR; No. The letterhesa: bears the notation "President 
of the Reichs Research Department," and the letter proceeds from an 
office of that department, Head of the Security Counsel. The letter is 
addressed to the Reich Minister of Finance. 

THE PRESIDENT: I see. 

MAJOR FARR: I have concluded the concentration camp phase. 


THE FRESIDENT: We wili recess now for ten minutes.

THE PRESIDENT: It will perhaps be convenient that I should announce 
that the Tribunal will adjourn today at four o'clock. 

MAJOR FARR: Through its activities with respect to concentration 
- camps, the SS performed part of its mission to seferuard the security of 
the Nazi regime. But another specialized aspect of that mission must not 
be forgotten. The Tribunal will recall Himmler's definition of that 
task == a definition I referred te earlier -= the prevention of a Jewish- 
Bolshevist revolution of subhumans. In plain words, participation in the 
Nqzi program of Jewish persecution and extermination. 

It would be idle for me to refer again at any length to the 
evidence relating to thet program which the Tribunal heard a day or so ago 
from Major Walshe I want to call attention to just a few documents 
showing how the program involved every branch anc. component of the SS. 

The racial philosophy of the SS, which I dealt with at the very 
outset, made that organization a natural agency for the execution of all 
types of anti-Semitic measures, The SS position on the Jewish que stion 
was publicly stated in the Ss newspaver "Das Schwarze Corps", the issue 
of August 8, 1940, by its editor, Gunter d'Alquen, a statement that has 
already been read into evidence as U.S. Exhibit No269. It was our 
Document 2668=FS. I shall not repeat that quotation in which d'Alquen 
says that the Jewish question will not be solved until the last Jew has 
been deported, and that the German peace which awaits Europe must be a 
peace without Jews. 

The attempted solution of the Jewish question through the spontaneous 
demonstrations in Germany following the murder of von Rath in November of 
1938 has been presented to the Tribunal; In those demonstrations all 


branches of the SS were called on to play a part. I refer to the teletype 


message from SS Gruppenfuehrer Heydrich, Chief of the Security Police and 


SD, issued on the 10th of November 1938. It is our Document 3051-PS, 
Portions of that teletype have already been read into evidence as U.S, 
Exhibit 240. I wish to read one further paragraph, which has not been 


reade It appears on page two of the translation, the fourth paragraph, 


mL Om 
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"The direction of the measures of the Security Police concerning 
the demonstrations against Jews is veste2 with the organs of the State 
Police (by which he means the Gestapo) inasmuch as the inspectors of the 
Security Police are not issuing their own orders. In order to carry out 
the measures of the Security Police, officials of the Criminal Police, as 
well as members of the SD, of the Verfuegungstruppe and the Allgemeine SS 
may be used," 


With the outbreak of the war and the march of Nazi armies over 


Europe, the SS participated in solving the Jewish question in other countries 


in Europe. The solution was nothing short of extermination, To a large 
degree these wholesale murders were disguised under the name of "anti- 
partisan" or "anti-guerilla" actions, and as such included as victims 

not merely Jews but Soviets, Poles, and other Eastern peoples. With this 
anti-pertisan activity I shall deal in a few moments. I want to refer 

now to a few actions confined essentially to Jews. To take one example =~ 
the mass annihilation of Jews in gas vans -- described in our Document 
501-FS, which was read into the record by Major Walsh, as U.S. Exhibit Noe 
288. I don't think that that document appears in the document book, because 
I am not going to read from it. I simply want to point out that these 

gas Vans, as appears from the letters, were operated by the Security Police 
and SD under the direction of RSHA. Or to take another example == the 
report entitled "Solution of the Jewish Question in Galicia", our Docunent 
l-18, prepared by SS Gruppenfuehrer and Lt. General of the Police Katzmann 
and rendered to SS Obergruppenfuehrer and General of the Police Kreuger == 
that report has already been referred in evidence as Exhibit No4277. 

The Tribunal will recall that the solution consisted in evacuation and 
extermination of all the Jews in Galicia, and the confiscation of their 
property carried out under the energetic direction of the SS and Police 
Leaders with the assistance of SS police units. I wish to read three 
short items in the report, which has not already been read. The first 

is a text under a paragraph which appears on page 3 of the translation 

and on page 3(a) of the original reporte It is the first item on page 3 


of the translation, I quote:

The SS not only destroyed and deported conqu;red peoples and 
confiscated their property, it also repopulated the conquered regions with 
so-called racial Germans. Not all Germans were deemed reliable colonists, 
howevere Those who were not were returned to Germany for Jecliotuastention 
and re-education along Nagi lines. 


A typical insitance of the fate of such Germans is told in our Document 


w 


No. R-112, which has already been introduced in evidenge as US Exhibit 309. 
It is a decree of the Reich Commissioner for the Consolidation of Germandome 
That decree, as the Tribunal will recall, dealt with the treatment to be 
accorded scecalled 'Polonized" Germans. By the terms ọf that decree, two SS 
functionaries were charged with the responsibility for the re-Germanization 


program, the Higher SS and Police Leacers, and the Gestapo. 
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I think it is unnecessary for me to quote from that report, since 
portions have already been read into evidence. I will refer the Court 
* specifically to Section III of the decree, which appears on page 7 of 
«-the translation, and Section IV of the decree, which appears on the same 
page, both of which indicate that the Higher SS Police Leaders and the 
Gestapo were responsible for the re-Germanization actions. 

In the final stage of the process, the resettlement of the conquered 
lands by racially and politically desirable Germans, still other ss 
agencies participated. I quote again from our Document No. 2163-FS, the 
National Socialist Yearbook for 191, US Exhibit Luh. The passage appears 
on page 3 of the translation, paragraph 7, and on page 195 of the original, 
I quote: 

"Numerous SS leaders and SS men helped with untiring effort in 
bringing about this systematic migration of peoples, which has no parallel 
in history. 

"There were many authoritative and administrative difficulties 
which, however, were immediately overcome due to the unbureaucratic working 
procedure. This was especially guaranteed, above all, by the employment 
of the SS. 

"The procecure called "Durchschleusung! takes 3 to hours as a 
rulee The re-settler is being passed through 8 to 9 offices, following 
each other in organie order: Registration office, card-index office, 
certificate and photo office, property office, abd biological hereditary 
and sanitary test office, The latter was entrusted to doctors ana 
medical personnel of the SS and of the Armed Forces. The SS Corps 
Areas Alpenland, North-West, Baltic Sea, Fulda-Werra, South and South 
East, the SS main Office, the NFEA == National Political Education 
Institution == Vienna, and the SS Cavalry School in Harburg, provided 
most of the SS-Officers and SS-Non-Coms who worked at this job of 
resettlement," 

I omit the next three paragraphs and continue with the Yearbookts 
conclusion as to the Ss participation in the colonization scheme:

The situation 
is much the same as in the case of the individual defendants at the bare 
Not all participated in every act of the conspiracy = but all, we contend, 
performed a contributing part in the whole criminal schene, 

The evidence has shown, not only that the SS was an organization of 
volunteers but that applicants had to meet the strictest standards of selectior 
It was not easy to become an SS menmher. That was true of all branches of 

We clearly reco;nize, of course, that during the c ourse of the war, 
as the cemands for manpower increased, and the losses of the Waffen SS grew 
heavier and heavier, there were occasions when men drafted for compulsory 
military service were assigned to units cf the Waffen SS rather than to the 
VYehrnachte Those instances were relatively few. Evidence of recruiting 
standards of the Waffen SS in 1943, which I quoted yesterday, has shown that 
membership in that branch was as essentially voluntary and highly selective 
as in other branchese Doubtless some of the members of the SS, or of other 
of the organizations allered to ke unlawful, micht desire tc show that their 
participation in the organization was a small or innocuous one, that compelling 
reasons drove him to apply for merership, that he was not fully conscious 
of its ains or that he was mentally irresponsible when he became a membere 
Such facts might or might not be relevant if such person were on trial. But 
in any event this is not the forum to try out such matters. 

The question before this Tribunal is simply this, whether the SS was or 
was not an unlawful organizatione The evidence has finally owm what the 
aims and activities of the SS weree Some of these aims were stated in 
publications which I have quoted to the Court. The activities were so 
widespread and so notorious, covering so many fields of unlawful endeavor, 
that the illegality of the organization could not have been concealed. It 
was a notorious fact, and Himmler, himself, in 1936, in a quotation which I 
read to the Tribunal yesterday, admitted that when he said, "I know that there 


are people in Germany now who become sick when they see these black coats. 
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know the reason and we don't expect to be loved by too many." 

It was, we submit, at all times the exclusive function and purpose of the 
SS to carry out the commcn objectives of the defendant conspirators. Its 
activities in carrying out those functions involved the commission of the
